Mr. Knowtes’s Tragedy of Virginius, was performed for the se- 
cond time this season, last night ;—Mr. Macready has not yet quite 
succeeded, in pitching his voice so as exactly to suit the size of this 
house ; he is sometimes inaudible, in the remote parts of the Theatre ; 
nevertheless, hie Virginius was a splendid performance. The Brigand, 
and The Dumb Savoyard concluded.—The house was full. 

Covent Garden Theatre. 

Tue Tragedy of The Grecian Daughler was performed, last night, 
at this house, succeeded by “eddy the Siler, and The Blue Anchor ; 
this latter piece is received with more favor than it deserves, chiefly 
owing to the excellent acting thrown away upon it. T. P. Cooke is 
the only actor who has the power to render stage-sailors at all inter- 
esting ; this son of ‘Ihespis, when a boy of ten years old, in’ conse- 
quence of seeing a nautical spectacle at one of the Theatres, imbibed 
a predilection for the sea, which became very speedily gratified. In 
the year 1796, he embarked on board his Majesty’s ship, “the Raven,” 
and sailed immediately for Gibralter, and the blockade of Toulon. Be- 
ing ordered to the Mcditerrauean, he was with the Earl St. Vincent 
in the great and distinguished victory which gave the gallant admiral 
his title, and partook in many minor actions ; the bravery he displayed 
in boarding a Corsair procured him the thanks of his captain for 
his coolness and intrepidity. Accident alone prevented him from being 
present at the batele of Camperdown ; for having sprang her mainmast 
in a violent gale, “the Raven,’’ bore away towards Cuxhaven, and on 
the coast adjacent underwent the horrors of being wrecked in a season 
of peculiar inclemency. For two days and nights the crew of this ill- 
fated vessel was subject to incredible misery; the cold was intense, 
and while clinging to the fragments of the shattered ship, many brave 
seaman, wasted with toil, dropped, in the chillness of death, to a dark 
and stormy grave. Mr. Cooke contrived, by dint of great exertion, 
to reach the shore alive ; when being carried to a barn adjacent, he was 
recovered, and soon after was sent home. ‘The fatigue he underwent 
during this calamity, had impaired his health, aad he became severely 
afflicted with a rheamatic fever, which, from its long duration, had 
nearly proved fatal ; when recovered, he listened to the wishes of his 
friends, was invalided, and left the royal navy. 

To the Editor of The Theatrical Observer. 

Sir.—On former occasions of Royal Visits to the Theatres, a most 
unjust practice has prevailed, which I trust will be avoided on the ap- 
proaching gratifying occasion. It has been common for a great num- 
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ber of persous to be let into the pit, by crossing the stage, these per- 
sons doubtless had interest with the managers; others by bribing the 
box-keepers, have been allowed to climb over the front of the dress 
eircle, and so obtain seats in the pit, thus depriving those who have 
undergone fatigue and pressure, outside for hours, of those seats, to 
which fair play, and their great exertions certainly entitled them. I 
well remember on ane oecasion being one of the first who entered the 
pit, yet I found it already nearly half occupied. By exposing the tricks 
of former times, you will probably prevent similar injustice now, and 
oblige.
